Committee Seems Unable to 
Come to Any Agree­ 
ment 


(Fly The Associated Press) 
SPRINGFIELD, 111., Feb. I.— Lacking only one vote for 
adoption, the “county representation plan” of restricting 
Gook county in the legislature was rejected by the constitu­ 
tional convention tonight but was saved from final defeat 
when Delegate Barr of Joliet, leader of the restrictionist^ 
changed his vote in order to bring the proposal up for re­ 
consideration tomorrow. 
The proposal received 51 votes on the roll call. 
Jump­ 
ing to his feet before the vote was announced Delegate 
Barr changed his vote from “aye” to “ nay” and moved re­ 
consideration of the proposition tomorrow. 
The vote was 
then announced as 50 for the plan and 31 against it. 
Sev­ 
eral known opponents of the measure were absent. 
A caucus of the “restrictionists” was called immediately 
after adjournment in the eleventh hour effort to save the 
proposal from defeat.

WASHINGTON, Lei). I.— The Washington negotiations 
for limitation of armament reached their consummation to­ 
day when a plenary session of the arms conference gave 
definite and public approval to the two treaties limiting 
navies and restricting the use of new agencies of warfare. 
One of the covenants thus sealed after eleven weeks of 
debate establishes a fixed ratio ol capital ship strength be­ 
tween the five great powers and the other pledges them 
against unrestricted submarine warfare and use of poison 
gas. 
Within a day or two the plenipotentiaries of the 
United States, Great Britain, Japan, France and Italy will 
formally affix their signatures. 
The far eastern wing of the conference moved toward 
completion of its tasks by announcing officially th** terms 
of the Shantung settlement and by giving final approval to 
nine of the resolutions adopted in committee in regard to 
Chinese problems.

Be It Ordained 
By 
The 
City 
Council of The City of Jackson* 
Ville, Illinois: 
SECTION I.— For the purpose 
of this Ordinance, Garbage shall 
be held and taken to be and in­ 
clude all animal and vegetable re- 
fu -jA a ll tin cans or other recep- 
ttu-np or containers which have 
held any animal or vegetable m a t ­ 
ter, broken crockery, 
glassware, 
metallic utensils and like m a te r ­ 
ials. 
SECTION 2.— It shall be 
un­ 
lawful for any person to th row 
or place any garbage, ashes or 
rubbish, w h eth er or not the same 
is in a receptacle or container, up­ 
on any street, 
sidewalk, 
lawn, 
alley or oth er public pkfce in the 
City of Jacksonville, or to permit 
or cause any garbage, ashes or! 
rubbish originating upon premises! “ *lce, 
occupied by him to be so thrown 
or placed, except as hereinafter 
specifically allowed.
